New Delhi, the 1st April 1968 

G.S R- 633.—In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-rule (1) of rule 8 
of the Central Excise Rules, 1944, and in supersession of the notification of the 
Government of India in the Ministry of Finance (Department of Revenue) 
No. 31/64-C«ntral Excises, dated the 1st March. 1904, the Central Government 
hereby exempts all rubber products, in the form of plates, sheets and strips 
unhardened whether vulcanised or not, and whether combined with any textile 
material or otherwise, (other than the products which are made either wholly or 
partly of rubber and which are used for the resoling or retreading of tyres, in¬ 
cluding the products commonly known as tread rubber, camel back, cushion 
compound, cushion gum, tread gum and tread packing strips) falling under sub¬ 
item (2) of item No. 16- A of the First Schedule to the Central Excises and Salt 
Act, 1944, (1 of 1944), from whole of the duty of excise leviable thereon. 
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
